The Earl of Lincoln and Sir Andrew. Hammond were at 
Court yefterday, and introduced to his Majeity by the Duke 
of Newecattle ; they were both clofetted a confiderable time 
with his Majetty. 

Yefterday fome difpatches were received at Lord Stor- 
mont’s office from the Welt-Indies, brought over in an ar- 
med fhip, which is arrived at Liverpool. 

Thurfday difpatches were brought to the plantation-office 
from the Governor of Novwa-Scotia, mentioning that every 
thing was quiet in that province, and trade in a flourifhing 
condition. | ; 

We hear that Sir Henry Clinton, having left a garrifon 
of five thoufand men in Charleftown ; having given orders 
for repairing the breaches thet had been miade in its very 
ftrong and extenfive fortifications, and alfo having left three 
thoufand ftand of arms to be diftributed among the loyalifts 
of that city, aad the province of which it is the capital ; has . 
already embarked on a new expedition, the obje& of which 
is moft probably the towns.of Virginia, fituated on James- 
river, and other places in the Bay of ‘Chefapeak. Admiral * 
Arbuthnot’s fquadron is reinforced by the fhips and frigates 
taken at ‘Charleftown; and many Carolinian volunteers, in 
the courage ard trdnfport of victory, have infifted on accom- 
panying the brave General and Admiral in whatever enter- 

rize they might have in view. The fervices of thofe gallant 
oyalitt have been accepted. — 

We are affured, from undoubted authority, that fince the 
furrender of Charles Town, Lord Cornwallis had marched 
into the hilly country with s000°men, and expects to be 

joined by a prodigious force of Americans attached to the 
Government of Great: Britain.* General Clinton-has return- 
ed to New-York, to put every thing in movement there. 
The day after the furrender, the arms of the continental 
troops being put into the m ine without being Carefully 
examined, there wa’ an explefion, by which two or three 
thoufand ftand of arms were deftroyed. Although the ma- 

zine was very near another, containing a great quantity, 
sear no further mifchief happened, excepting that the 
lives of two officers were loft, eleven matroffes, and feveral 
Americans, , , 

The fudden departure of General Clinton from Charlef- 
town was on account of his having received advices from 
England of Ternay’s failing from France, and that there 
was every reafon to believe his deftination was for New-York 
or -Hallifax. ‘ 

Extraordinary as it may appear, it is aflured, that Sir 
Andrew Hammond, who was charged with the laft Govern- 
ment difpatches from Admiral Arbuthnot, declared in the 
drawing-room at St James’s, on Thurfday, that an Ameri- 
can officer, of the name.of Scott, who was made prifoner at 
the capture of Charleftown, told him, that Congrefs had, 
with the utmoft difficulty, prevailed on the Americans to 
fupport the expence and inconvenience of the prefent cam- 
paign, and that the chief reafon which induced them to en- 
ter upon it, was a confident aflertion, that the cities of 
London and Weftminiter would be laid in afhes this fummer. 

Several officers are arrived from Charleftown ; among o- 
thers the Earl of Caithnefs, a Major in his Majetty’s fervice. 
His Lordthip was thot through the body, but is now per- 
fe€tly recovered. 


A correfpondent earneftly hopes, and moft ftrongly re-. 


commends it to Government, that this, our day. of fuccefs,- 
may be the time of conciliation with America. As we are 
once more great and vidtoricus, let us not be énfolent, but 
merciful and friendly to the Colonies : In ‘fhort, let ts give 
them all they petitioned for, and let Mr Penn be Ambafador 
fo America. - . 

Lord Lincoln gives the moft flattering account of the 
fuccefs of his Majefty’s arms in Carolina, declaring it was 
the general opinion, when he ieft Charleftown, that every 
one of the fouthern provinces would be in the King’s peace 
before the expiration of the prefent fummer. 

The principal American refidents in Charleftown, one and 
all, declared to. the gallant Sir Henry Clinton, that the fi- 
news of the rebellion were now totally cut afunder by the 
conqueft of that important fortrefs. 

Virginia was expected to feud deputies to fue for peace, 
as foon as the tidings reached them of the fate of Charles- 
town. 

Perhaps not the leaft effential part of the good news from 
America is the indifputable declaration that the Britifh ar- 
my have efcaped the diforders of the climate, and were all, 
at the time that the packet failed, in perfect health.

I take great fatisfaction in the anticipation of that happy day, when 
relations, friends, and fellow citizens, having diiimitied thei gloomy 
apprehenfions, fhall re-embrace each other, and return to the offices, 
pleafures, and empluyments of peace. “Your country, with your an- 
cient privileges, will then participate in an extenfive commerce, and
